THE MESS IN MOSCOW DEEPENS 


CONFESSION KHRUSHCHEV HAD TO MAKE MEANS DANGER—AND OPPORTUNITY—FOR THE WEST 


Bloody instructions, which, being taught, return 
To plague the inventor... . 
—Macsera 


The more one studies Khrushchev’s historic speech against 
the crimes of Stalin, the more remarkable is not what he re- 
veals but what he tries in vain to conceal. Never has there 
been a more devastating indictment of Communism and all 
its works and ways. By admitting Stalin was crazy, he admits 
also that the logical end result of Communism is total rule 
by a leader driven mad by total power. 

What else does he unwittingly tell? First and foremost, 
that he, Khrushchev, and all those who share his power, are 
arrant cowards, faceless men without spunk or spirit. He ad- 
mits they knew what was going on—that innocent men by the 
“many thousands” were being framed and annihilated at the 
murderous whims of the insane tyrant—but they could not 
do anything to stop it. Why? “Attempts to oppose groundless 
suspicions and charges resulted in the opponent falling 
tim of the oppression.” To prove his point, he tells in detail 
the fate of poor old Comrade Postyshev, who, whatever else 
he may have been, was an honest man and a brave one. At the 
peak of Stalin’s mass denunciations of “Trotskyite saboteurs,” 
Postyshev had the guts to stand up in the Central Committee 
and say he did not believe it. Stalin asked Postyshev this 
sinister question: “What are you, actually?” And Postyshev, 
undaunted, replied, “I am a Bolshevik, Comrade Stalin, a 
Bolshevik.” Adds Khrushchev, ‘This assertion . . . resulted 
in Postyshey’s annihilation.” So much Khrushchev reveals; 
but what he cannot conceal is that the men who tried to fight 
the Stalinist tyranny were killed; only lackeys and lickspit- 
tles like himself were able to survive. 


To prove what a lying crook and bloodthirsty fiend Beria 
was, Khrushchev relates that in 1931, Stalin liquidated Com- 
rade Kartvelishvili and promoted Beria. Khrushchev says, 
“This fact can be confirmed by Comrades Mikoyan and Kaga- 
novich who were present at that session.” But Mikoyan and 
Kaganovich are still members of the Politburo, still sharing 
Khrushchev’s own power. His own story brands them as par- 
ticipes criminis and cowardly witnesses of the very deed he 
deplores. The present Kremlin gang is the first group of rul- 
ers in all history who are pleading cowardice as their title to 
retain the leadership of an empire! 

Khrushchev reveals that Stalin rewrote Soviet histories to 
falsify and glorify his own role; that Stalin loved to watch 
a movie, The Unforgettable Year of 1919, depicting him as 
“practically vanquishing the foe with his own sabre.” In re- 
citing this, Khrushchev turned to Marshal Voroshilov, the 
old Red army hack who is now the titular president of the 
Soviet Union, to bear witness that the film itself is a lie. “Let 
Kliment Yefremovich, our dear friend, find the necessary 
courage and write the truth about Stalin,” said Khrushchev. 
“After all, he knows how Stalin had fought. It will be dif fi- 
cult for Comrade Voroshilov to undertake this, but it would 
be good if he did it. . . . Even his grandsons will thank him.” 

But does Khrushchev really think that Voroshilov’s grand- 
sons will admire him for whatever he undertakes to do now 
in the interest of the truth he helped suppress for 35 years? 
Will they not despise him for retroactive, ex post facto, vodka 
courage? What additional confusion it must cause the Rus- 
sian people to learn also at this late date that everything in 
their history books is a lie, that their movies were a lie, that 
even their novels and paintings were part of the big lie and 


the phony build-up, that their daily press was, as it still is, 
written not from the facts but from what the party wished to 
have regarded as the facts. They must even be wondering to 
what extent they can now believe what Khrushchev is reveal- 
ing, and how much he may be blaming Stalin for some of his 
own crimes, like the liquidation of Ukraine Boss Kosior. 


The whole story is the most overwhelming of these times. 
Some men who know Russia, such as Germany's Chancellor 
Adenauer, warn us against letting it overwhelm our guard. It 
may be part of a still bigger plot to entrap liberals, Social 
Democrats, Socialists, etc., who were alienated by Stalin’s 
despotism, into a new phase of fellow-traveling. But surely 
human gullibility must have some limits, The Khrushchev 
admissions are even shattering the fanatic faith of some 
longtime apologists for Communism. Witness the eloquent 
outery by Author Howard Fast in the Daily Worker: “I, 
for one, looked hopefully . . . for a pledge that the last ex 
cution had taken place on Soviet soil. I looked for a pledge 
of civil rights. ... Instead, I learned that three more exe- 
cutions had been announced from the Soviet Union, and 
my stomach turned over with the blood-letting. .. .” 

No, Khrushchev’s confession shakes the Communist world 
itself, for it denounces and disowns a quarter century of the 
party’s whole history and heritage. He cannot have done this 
from choice; it must have been from necessity, 

The commissars are battling among themselves. Mikoyan 
is said to have forced Khrushchev’s hand by attacking him 
through Stalin; Khrushchev’s mention of Mikoyan’s own in- 
volvement may be a counterblow; Molotov has already been 
sacrificed to Tito—and Tito himself (see pp. 20-26) draws 
such huge crowds in Russia that the people seem to be 
flaunting their hunger for symbols of resis The agri- 
cultural crisis is deepening. The Komsomol leader publicly 
complains about the apathy of the young and escapees say 
that the average age of the inmates of concentration camps 
is well under 30. The evidence mounts that the Communi: 
as unworkable as it is unnatural. 

“Khrushchev claims the terror rose from Stalinist distor- 
tions of “holy Leninism.” But as far back as 1904, Leon 
Trotsky uncannily predicted where Lenin's basic doctrine of 
“dictatorship of the proletariat” would lead: first, the party 
would substitute itself for the proletariat, “then the party 
organization will substitute itself for the party as a whole; 
then the Central Committee substitutes itself for the party 
organization; and finally a single dictator substitutes himself 
for the Central Committee.” This is precisely what happened. 

‘The Kremlin gang's tours to world capitals, and invitations 
to world leaders to visit them, are part of a frantic effort to 
give themselves an air of respectability in the eyes of the 
Russian people and to establish their right to rule. But Com- 
munism is incapable of real legitimacy, or of continuity with- 
out falsification and force. The present power struggle may 
lead to another terror and a still fiercer dictatorship. Or, 
since even a little freedom is infectious, Khrushchev’s tacti- 
cal détente may lead, like the opening of Pandora’s box, to 
along and troubled mutation within the Communist system. 
In either case the mess in Moscow sets a duty and oppor- 
tunity for the West. While seeking all possible contacts 
with the Russian people, we must continue to hold their 
Communist leaders responsible for the very crimes they now 
pretend to abhor, until, like civilized men, they are willing 
to re-examine their own first principles and acknowledge that 
Communism itself is the root of their evil.

HOW TO READ 
‘MOBY DICK’ 


by SAMUEL ELIOT MORISON 


Although the book from which John Huston made his movie is re- 
garded by many critics as America’s greatest novel, many readers have 
found it hard to get through. They begin Moby Dick bravely but 
‘soon bog down and give up. For this reason Lire, asked Historian 
Samuel Eliot Morison to prepare a guide on how to read this difficult 
masterpiece, Sailor as well as scholar, Morison explored the New Eng 
land coast for his classic Maritime History of Massachusetts, re- 
traced Columbus’ route for his Pulitzer prize-winning Admiral of 
the Ocean Sea. In World War Il he saw active duty aboard 11 war- 
ships while preparing his 14-volume wartime history of the U.S. Navy. 


ERMAN MeviLte’s Moby Dick is not only a very great sea story, 

perhaps the best of all time, but one of the glories of American 
literature. It came out over a century ago, in 1851, when Mel- 
ville was 32 years old, but most completely neglected during 
the remaining 40 years of the author's life and for more than 15 
years thereafter, when, owing largely to an English critic and an 
‘American professor, the book leaped suddenly into a fame which 
has been growing ever since. 

It is not difficult to understand why Moby Dick never caught 
on in the author's lifetime, He was a genius who made his own 
rules and set his own standards, as El Greco did for painting and 
Walt Whitman for poetry. Reviewers of Moby Dick asked “What 
is it? Novel, allegory, treatise on whaling, or what?” (The answer 
. it is all three—and more.) Old sailors said it was no good be- 
cause Captain Ahab set studding sails in his mad chase of the 
white whale, and whaling ships were not supposed to carry studing

sails. One good seaman among my friends objected to the book’s 
conclusion as “improbable.” To him I replied, “If you have really 
read Moby Dick, no other conclusion seems even possible.” Moby 
Dick's final chapters are overwhelming. But you must work your- 
self up to that tragedy in the Sea of Japan by reading the story, as 
you are prepared for what happened on Calvary by knowing what 
came before. 

I cannot remember when first I read Moby Dick—it must have 
been half a century ago—nor can I imagine who suggested that 
Tread it, because in those days no history of American or English 
literature mentioned the book, few professors of those subjects 
even knew about it, and it was long out of print. Somehow, at that 
time, when I felt my first passion for the sea, sailing small boats 
all summer and reading sea stories all winter, I happened upon 
Moby Dick; and the best way I can describe the effect on me is to 
say that it then seemed, and still seems, an inspired expansion of 
those nine verses in the 107th Psalm beginning, 


They that go down to the sea in ships, that do business in 
great waters; 
These see the works of the Lord, and his wonders in the deep. 


So far as I know, the only literary authority to praise Moby 
Dick in the early years of this century was the critic John Macy. 
He, Artist Tom Fox and myself were the nucleus of a small group 
of Melville fans who read Moby Dick at least once a year and dis- 
cussed it at the St. Botolph Club in Boston; but we never got 
anywhere with the question whether Melville meant to convey 
something more than a good sea story, and we made few converts. 


‘It bruises you all over...” 


IMMEDIATELY after World War I there came a sudden break 

in the wall of silence. Raymond M. Weaver, a 30-year-old pro- 
essor at Columbia University, managed to get a very appreciative 
and intelligent article on Melville printed in the New York Nation in 
1919, the centenary of his birth, Weaver's biography appeared 
two years later—actually the first biography of Melville ever to be 
published. In 1920 the Oxford University Press brought out a new 
edition of Moby Dick. A copy of this edition reached the hands of 
the venerable English critic, Augustine Birrell, who hailed it as “a 
masterpiece of eloquence, character and adventure.” Birrell said, 
“Tt bruises you all over—you not only share the feelings, but all 
the hardships of the crew of the Pequod.” 

This English review of a neglected American masterpiece, ap- 
pearing simultaneously with a new edition of Moby Dick, needled 
the American literary critics and aroused the professors of Ameri- 
can literature. Hundreds now “discovered” Melville. Serious books 
and articles on Melville began to appear. Graduate students ground 
out Melville bibliographies and itineraries, psychologists and sym- 
bolists searched for hidden meanings. 

Even so, the book has been a favorite of connoisseurs rather 
than of the public, which prefers sea stories in which a bosomy 
wench or two comes on board to foul things up. But I predict that 
John Huston’s moving picture of this great classic will help bring 
it a wide and well-deserved popularity. For our generation has been 
conditioned for it by recent writers like Rachel Carson and Anne 
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MOBY DICK WAS WRITTEN HERE on Melville's farm, “Arrowhead”, in 
Pittsfield, Mass., shown in a drawing by Melville, Homesick while aboa 

brother Thomas’ clipper, he drew the farm, sent it home with a note; “Made 
me feel as if I were there, almost—Such is the magic power of a fine artist.” 
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Morrow Lindbergh. You will find germs of their philosophy in 
Moby Dick: in Chapter I, for instance, where Melville alludes to 
the image of Narcissus and says, “But that same image we our- 
selves see in all rivers and oceans. It is the image of the. ungrasp: 
ble phantom of life; and this is the key to it all.” Or, as in Chap- 
ter LX, “All men live enveloped in whale-lines. All are born with 
halters round their necks, but it is only when caught in the swift, 
sudden turn of death, that mortals realize the silent, subtle, ever- 

resent perils of life.” That rings a bell for any man who hunted 
Urboats § in World War II. 

And who was this Melville, so suddenly famous after he had 
been 30 years dead? A New Yorker who left school without a diplo- 
ma and shipped on a merchant vessel to Liverpool. In 1841 he 
sailed from New Bedford on the whaling ship Acushnet. She “was 
my Yale College and my Harvard”; and it was on board her that he 
beard the story of “Mocha Dick,” as the sailors had named an 
albino whale that chewed up whale boats like Wheaties and es- 
caped all would-be killers. 
® Melville jumped ship in the Marquesas Islands and for several 
months led an idyllic existence among the natives; out of that ex- 

rience came his moderately successful novels Typee and Omoo. 
le returned home by doing a stretch of duty in the U.S. Ni 
a common seaman: that was the basis for White Jacket, his novel 
of Navy life, and for Billy Budd, the story of a mutiny and a mar- 
tyr, which he never did manage to get published in his lifetime. 

After his Navy enlistment was up. Melville settled near Nathan- 
iel Hawthorne at Pittsfield, Mass. and started to write Moby Dick, 
as he renamed the semi-legendary albino whale. The book was a flop 
in the U.S., a mild success in England. Although Melville later pub- 
lished other books which brought in a few dollars, he lived the sec- 
ond half of his life obscure and forgotten. And at his death in 1891 
there was nobody to pay his memory a decent tribute in the press. 

Although Moby Dick is now universally acknowledged to be a 
masterpiece, there are many would-be readers who are baffled by 
some of the hook’s peculiarities, especially Melville’s occasional 
lapses into pedantry, and reject it as a bore. So I shall try to be 
your pilot and shape a course that will avoid the reefs, shoals and 
other pitfalls that may merely distract your attention, and are not 
likely to reward your interest. 

As your pilot my first order is to read Moby Dick as a story, which 
primarily it is. If you can detect allegory, symbolism or what-not 
in it, all the better; but don’t look for Aristotle in a whaleboat. 
oe aa praca to do some skipping on your first reading; after all 

not need to read Leviticus and Habakkuk to understand 
ihe Gospels. 

Moby Dik i is not a long book as modern novels go: most of the 
135 chapters are ver ort—CXXIT, the one describing Tashtego 
aloft during a storm, is only four lines long because Melville was 
able to say what he wanted in that space. There is very little nauti- 
cal language that the author does not make clear enough for read- 
ers in this atomic age. You will of course find some “words that 
have become obsolete in the last century—for instance, on page 
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s hit 


thor menti “hypos,” which was polite slang in 
erves”” or —but don’t stop to look these words 
up in a dictionary; get on with the narrative. If by the time you 
have finished you feel, as I do, that Moby Dick is one of the world’s 
reat books, read it over again without skipping and mark passages 
to read aloud to your family, friends or to anyone who will listen. 

On the first reading, skip the front matter—the Etymology and 
xtracts supplied by a Sub-Sub-Librarian,” but don’t miss the 
night in the Spouter Inn, where Ishmael meets Queequeg the Mi- 
cronesian harpooner, shares his bed and, terrified, watches him 
shave with the blades of his harpoon. Queequeg is one of the great 
characters in this story; he comes from “Kokovoko, an island... 
not down in any map; true places never are” (think that over a mo- 
ment). He illustrates Melville’s idea that heathen brown and black 
men are the best now left on earth, unless they have been ruined 
by missionaries. You may omit Chapters VII-IX on the Whale- 
men’s Chapel; and Father Mapple’s sermon on Jonah although 
historically it is just the sort of sermon that used to be preached at 
the Seamen’s Bethel in Boston. Don’t by any means skip Quee- 
queg’s life story or the trip to Nantucket in the schooner Moss, or 
Mrs. Hussey’s chowder—a better recipe than you will find in many 
a cookbook, although, alas, you cannot now find the ship biscuit 
component short of Ne ewfoundland, if there. Board the Pequod and 
you will be ready to sign on with Ishmael for a three cruise. 

After the comic, uproarious departure from Nantucket on Christ- 
mas Day, you make the acquaintance of mates Starbuck, Stubb and

Chapters XXVII-XXX, mostly on Captain Ahab, are “musts,” 
both for developing the central character of the book and for a 
wonderful description of the south Atlantic in the tropics: one of 
those passages in which Melville tosses up jeweled and perfumed 
words in reckless redundancy, just as Shakespeare did. 1 would 
advise skipping XXXII, a lengthy and rather boring treatise on 
different varieties of whales, but read those that follow on the life 
and the curious social customs on board a whaling ship. XXXVII- 
XL are queer ones which “wow” the psychologist but they are 
short; and you must read XLI in which Moby Dick the White 
Whale makes his bow, and Captain Ahab’s undying feud with him 
is set forth, 
ip XLV ou like, on the famous whales of history, and pick 
up the story of the cruise in XLVI, In the following chapter you 
have your first “There she blows!” with the finest description 
in literature of that noble sport. A sport, I insist, whaling was, 
in addition to being a profitable business, for the whale, unlike 
the bull in a Spanish corrida, always had a chance. Often as not 
he got away, and if he were a wicked old veteran like Moby Dick 
he smashed a whaleboat or two and killed some of its occupants 
before taking off. 

Whalemen enjoyed a variety of adventures such as no other 
calling approached, such as no hunter of today can command. As 
Melville wrote, “Not the raw recruit, marching from the bosom of 
his wife into the fever heat of his first battle; not the dead man’s 
ghost encountering the first unknown phantom in the other world: 
—neither of these can feel stranger and stronger emotions than 
that man does, who for the first time finds himself pulling into 
the charmed churned circle of the hunted sperm whale.” 


“Brief, suspended agony’ 


YTHING might happen once you're fastened to a whale. 

At best, a “Nantucket sleighride,” as Melville calls it, waves 
rushing past the whaleboats with a "surging, hollow roar . . . like 
gigantic bowls in a boundless bowling-green; the brief suspended 
agony of the boat, as it would tip for an instant on the knifelike 
edge of the sharper waves, that almost seemed threatening to cut 
it in two; the sudden profound dip into the watery glens and hol- 
lows; the keen spurrings and goadings to gain the top of the oppo- 
site hill; the headlong, sledlike slide down its other side; the cries 
of the headsmen and harpooners, and the shuddering gasps of the 
oarsmen, with the wondrous sight of the ivory Pequod bearing 
down upon her boats with outstretched sails, like a wild hen 
after her screaming brood.” Finally the whale slows down, ex- 
hausted, and the crew pull up on him, hand over hand on the 
line, and dispatch him with a few well-timed thrusts; then pull 
quickly out of his death flurry, With what wonderful dialogue 
Melville describes the chase! You feel it; you are part of it; 
your blood pressure ri 

Now, if you have got this far, about half seas over, and you feel 
the enthusiasm that I did at the age of 17 (and still do). you may 
wish to surge ahead under your own sail and not take anyone's 
advice. But if you prefer to reach the crisis rapidly, here’s the 
course. The interlude of the gam with the Town-Ho (Chapters 
LITI, LIV) is long but very amusing, but I'd skip LV-LVI 
whaling scenes and pictures; who wants to hear about them now? 
Chapters LVIILLX are pure whaling technique, but beautifully 
done. Chapter LXI and the following, on Stubb's kill, are not to 
be missed on any account: and they are followed by a fine deserip- 
tion of cutting in the whale and boiling down the blubber on 
board ship. Chapters LXXXII and LXXXIII in which Melville tries 
to connect whaling with ancient and biblical mythology, are my 
candidates for a bypass; but not LXXXIV on pitch-poling, or the 
somewhat anatomical chapters that follow. 

The narrative of the Pequod is resumed in Chapter LXXXVII. 
Skip LXXXIX and XC, but read XCI-C; the last-named includes a 
roaring Rabelaisian dialogue between Boomer and Bunger. There 
follows a group of technical and historical chapters, CI-CV, which 
I would advise omitting on your first reading. 

Now we are entering the last lap. Even so, Melville will not 
hurry us on to the Pequod’s doom; he must cull flowers on 
the way, like some poetry-minded GI in the Normandy bocage 
en route to Saint-Lé, There is a beautiful description of a calm, 
gently heaving ocean in Chapter CXIV—“loveliness unfathom- 
able,” as Starbuck puts it; and a gay tale of the ship Bachelor 
returning home so overloaded with sperm oil “that the stewart 
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Seborrhea 
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agent of seborrheic dandruff is a 
tiny parasite called the Spore of Malassez 
—also known as Pityrosporum Ovale. In

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had plugged his spare coffee pot and filled it; ... that indeed 
everpthing was filled with sperm, except the captain’s pantaloons 
pockets.” Captain Ahab smashes his quadrant, a signal to any 
sailor that he is indeed doomed. A typhoon strips the Pequod 
to bare poles (she is now in the Sea of Japan), the corposants like 
“gigantic wax tapers before an altar” spring from the mastheads, 
throwing a ghostly light on “the gigantic jet Negro, Daggoo,” and 
the shark-white teeth of Tashtego, and lighting Queequeg’s tattoo- 
ing “like satanic blue flames.” This is one of the great moments of 
the cruise. Chapter CXIX includes Ahab’s defiance of the light- 
ning, his funneling, as it were, all the hate and rage of generations 
of men against Moby Dick. His order to Starbuck to “strike noth- 
ing and stir nothing, but lash everything. . . . Loftiest trucks 
were made for wildest winds, and this brain- truck of mine now sails 
amid the cloud-scud,” tells the reader, as well as the crew, that 
Ahab has become maddened by the demonic hate that rides him. 

As the storm abates, we follow Starbuck below to Captain Ahab’s 
cabin, whose “isolated subterraneousness” makes “a certain hum- 
ming silence to reign there though it was hooped round by all the 
roar of the elements.” (Extraordinary, keen perception—what 
other sea writer ever noticed that?) Breathlessly we watch Star- 
buck take a musket from the rack and debate with himself whether 
or not he will murder the mad skipper to save the ship; but Ahab’s 
nightmare cry breaks the spell, and all hands are saved for a worse 
fate. Again we are left in suspense while Ahab “in all his fatal 
pride” adjusts the compass; we feel the prophetic horror of the 
coffin laid out on deck and bleed for Captain Gardiner of the Rachel 
whom Ahab will not help to search for his lost boy, so overwhelm- 
ing is his lust for Moby Dick’s life blood. Then, of a sudden: 

“There she blows!—there she blows! A hump like a snowhill! 
Tt is Moby Seay 

The boats are lowered. “Like noiseless nautilus shells, their 
light _prows pe mf through the sea; but only slowly they neared 
the foe. As they neared him, the ocean grew still more smooth; 
seemed drawing a carpet over its waves: seemed a noon-meadow, 
so serenely it spread.” 

We have now reached the cri You must read these three 
final chapters, one for each day of “The Chase,” as Melville 
calls it. To me they are the most moving, the most exciting 25 
pages in all modern literature; and the most wonderfully written 
too; not a phrase or a word could be changed for the better. 
When you too have finished the story and have buried the Pequod 
in “the great shroud of the sea,” I predict that you will feel 
that you have been face to face with something immeasureable 
and unfathomable. An “ungraspable phantom of life” has flashed 
for a brief moment on your consciousness and then sunk below 
the horizon of human cognition.

hough § restige and delegate strength were greatly enhanced by 
his impressive vietory and though Kefauver’s defeat knocked him out of con- 
tention, Johnson has carefully avoided climbing on anybody's bandwagon,

regards Stevenson’s Pacific Coast victory as a major—and possibly 
decisive—step toward the nomination. It lifts Stevenson’s prestige 
well up from the low caused by his defeat in the Minnesota primary. 
At the same time it completely ends Kefauver’s White Housedream. 
Stevenson will now go into the convention at Chicago assured 
of about 400 votes toward the 686)4 needed for nomination. He still 
needs nearly 300 additional votes to win. Lyndon Johnson's Texas 
delegation has 56 votes pledged to the senator’s candidacy until 
he releases it. In addition to his own delegation, sixth largest 
voting bloc at the convention, Johnson will have a scattering of 
unpledged votes elsewhere. He also will command important re- 
serve strength in a score of southern and western states, mainly 
through influential delegation leaders such as his allies in Congress 
and friendly state governors (especially Ernest McFarland of Ari- 
zona and Ed Johnson of Colorado, both ex-senators). All in all, 
he will have some 200 votes at his disposal, quite enough to 
provide the push that would put Stevenson ove 
On Johnson's public record as a moderate, it is probable that 
he would turn toward a middle-of-the-road Stevenson or Stuart 
Symington rather than to an all-out liberal such as Averell Harri- 
man, But he has so far made no move, privately or publicly, toward 
any candidate iveness of the California primary will not 
stampede him into making a premature decision because to do so 
would destroy his credentials as the leader of all Senate Democrats, 
regardless of their position on the presidential election. 


Avoiding the Presidency 


‘OR the same reason he has shunned action which might be 

regarded as advancing his own presidential interests. He has 
quelled Johnson-for-President moves in North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, Arizona and Colorado and has discouraged offers of sup- 
port from key men in other states. He has rejected all feelers about 
his availability for the vice presidency (a job, incidentally, which 
he regards as being several steps below his present status). His 
contacts with all of the candidates are frequent and friendly—but 
scrupulously noncommittal. This slightly above-the-battle stance 
will be maintained at least until Congress adjourns in July and most 
likely until Johnson sniffs the political winds at Chicago. 

All this makes Johnson today an ardently courted man who 
will no doubt continue to be wooed by the candidates until the 
convention makes its choice. 

One thing about Johnson’s convention role can be foretold with

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absolute certainty: it will be, like Johnson himself, coldly practical. 

A year ago Johnson lay just this side of death in a Washington 
hospital bed, victim of the year’s second most publicized heart 
attack, His wife, still known as Lady Bird, a name given her during 
childhood, happened to tell a nurse that just before his attack her 
husband had ordered two suits from his tailor. Johnson overheard 
the remark and, summoning his wife to his bedside, whispered, 
That's all nt, Bird. Tell the tailor to forget about the brown 
one but let him go ahead with the dark blue one. We'll need that 
in any case.” 

His sense of the practical in politics directed Johnson in the 
campaign he and Sam Rayburn conducted in fighting for control 
of the state party and the Texas delegation to the national conven- 
tion (Lire, May 21). Wearing an open-throated khaki shirt, tan 
ranch pants and western boots, Johnson pinwheeled about the 
state, asking Texans to vote against those who bolted the party to 
Eisenhower in 1952 under Governor Shivers’ leadership. His 
homely theme was: “I suppose a woman has the right to leave her 
husband, but she doesn’t have the right to come back four years 
later and beat him every morning before breakfast.” Having won 
by a four-to-one margin, Johnson at once moved to stop Texas lib- 
erals from ousting the Shivers-dominated state executive commit- 
tee. In the interests of party ony, he insisted that this action 
be postponed until the proper time, the regular state convention 
next September. 


Leader of a fragile coalition 


ATHER than follow the late Senator Taft’s dictum that “the 

business of an opposition party is to oppose,” Johnson as 
Senate leader has preferred what he considers a more practical as 
well as proper course. The practicality stems from the fact that as 
majority leader he heads a fragile coalition of 49 senators. The 
coalition embraces New Deal- Fair Deal men, middle-of-the- road 
moderates and extreme conservatives who, save for the accident of 
southern birth, would find themselves far more at home in the 
right wing of the Republican party. It is in the management of thi 
often threatened coalition that Lyndon Johnson’s accompli 
ments must be weighed and his future predicted. 

The fact that the Democratic coalition has a positive record of 
accomplishment and that a cold war between a Democratic Congress 
and a Republican President, once predicted by Dwight Eisen- 
hower, has not heen waged is due in substantial measure to Lyndon 
Johnson. When criticized by more aggressive Democrats for co- 
operating with the Administration, Johnson has retorted: “I don’t 
conceive my job to be that of electing a Democratic President by 
heightening controversy in the country and irresponsible politick- 
ing on the Senate floor. The great contribution I can make toward 
electing a Democratic Pr ident is to do everything possible to show 
the country that Democrats are responsible, reasonable men and 
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istration pro-

Johnson cl zes himself as a “reasonable moderat 
his record seems to bear that out.

A blunt critic of Dulles 


'HOUGH a rather blunt eri ‘ P ate John Foster

jor foreign policy undertakings. He has voted for funds to sup- 
port the United Nations and NATO and for a high level of foreign 
aid, both economic and mili He has con: tly supported 

erous spending for national defense, and in the crucial field of 
airpower he has urged a higher rate of spending than either Presi- 
dent Truman or P isenhower has requested. Johnson has 
supported periodic extensions of the reciprocal trade agreements 
act though he has supported some restrictive curbs on that pro- 
ram as well. 

In Texas, Johnson ha en under attack by Governor Shivers’ 
wing of the party as a “captive” of organized labor and the lib- 
eral Americans for Democratic Action.

happens to be a U.S. senator from the state of Texas and that no 
senator can afford to ignore the interests of his constituents. 

At 47 Lyndon Johnson is by far the youngest leader of the 
Ser in this century as well as the h st-working. His leader- 
ship is based upon an incredible cation to detail, on man- 
killing hours, on parliamentary skill of a high order and on a 
gimlet-eyed appraisal of “the possible.” Johnson's approach to 
Tead ship of the Senate is essentially a cautious one, an advance 
from a well-prepared position with each vote of friend and foe 
carefully counted in advance. “Sure, fight, fight if you want to 
—you'll get yourself 15 votes in the Senate” familiar John- 
son saying when he is urging conciliation instead of a vainglo- 
rious losing battle. “Any mule can kick a barn down; it takes a 
good carpenter to build one” is a saying of Sam Rayburn’s he 
likes to quote. 

Johnson’s day begins shortly after daybreak when a green Gov- 
ernment Printing Office truck delivers a still ink-wet copy of the 
Congressional Record to his home in northwest Washington. The 
sts well past the normal dinner hour when the final tele- 
e call is made and Johnson's tired steps echo through lonel 
Capitol corridors. 

He utilizes every moment of the long days. Once after he had 
already reached the airport, a sudden storm d d his flight 
and gave him some unexpected idle time. A few minutes later 
an irate Air Force colonel tried three phones in succession in 
the air terminal’s bank of booths, only to be told each time that 
the phone was being held for completion of a long distance call 
placed by Senator Johnson. Exasperated, the colonel stepped to- 

ward a fourth booth but saw a tall, hunched-up figure insid

lowed. It was.

28 reporters in the Deepfreeze at the Johnson ranch or beds for 
visiting Texans in Washington. 

In 1937, Texas’ 10th District congressman died, and Lyndon 
Johnson, then 28, took his $3,000 in savings and $10,000 bor- 
rowed on his wife’s real estate holdings to campaign for the House. 
The underdog in a field of 10, he ran as an outright supporter 
of Franklin Roosevelt's plan to pack the Supreme Court. The 
strategy worked: his opponents spent so much time denounci 
the young upstart that they shot him to prominence and to vi 
tory. Franklin Roosevelt, ‘then fishing off the Galveston coast, 
was so pleased that he took the new congressman back to Wash- 
ington with him on the presidential train. Thereafter Johnson 
was a White House favorite and a frequent guest at Franklin 
Roosevelt’s Sunday-morning breakfast table. 

In 1941 Johnson met his only political defeat in a special 
election for the Senate. After thinking for two days that he had

reported as final. Instead of screaming foul and demanding a re- 
count, Johnson swallowed hard and said, ‘That’s the ball game 
. . . let’s play again some day.” He returned to his House seat, 
was renominated and thus assured re-election while out of the 
country as a naval reserve lieutenant commander in 1942. He 
was overwhelmingly returned in 1944 and 1946. 

In 1948 Johnson was ready to play again for the Senate. This 
time he won a primary runoff—and with it the election—by an 
incredible 87-vote margin out of a million votes cast. He took 
his Senate seat the following January with the facetious nick- 
name of “Landslide,” which stuck only until 1954 when he was 
re-elected by a plurality of 443,000 votes. In the wake of the 
1952 Democratic defeat, which brought down the Senate Demo- 
cratic leader, McFarland of Arizona, Johnson was tapped for the 
leader’s job by Georgia’s Richard Russell, one of the Senate’s 
most influential members. Johnson was completely acceptable to 
the senior southern bloc, he was moderately acceptable to the 
majority of northerners, and before the liberals could organize 
against him, there were enough commitments to assure his election 
at the party caucus. 

In his first official act Johnson took a breathtaking gamble. As 
he says, “I shoved in my whole stack.” He insisted that the half 
dozen new and youthful Democratic senators who had success- 
fully bucked the Republican tide be assigned one major com- 
mittee post each, traditions of seniority notwithstanding. By car- 
rying off this maneuver Johnson cemented his control and earned 
the lasting respect of both newcomers and veterans. 


The frie 


|OHNSON has been particularly fortunate in relations with 

his fellow Texan and co-leader of the congressional Demo- 
crats, Speaker Rayburn. A veteran top man in party councils 
who has never been tapped for national office, Rayburn regards 
the presidential potentialities of Lyndon Johnson in much the 
same light as the father who never went to college and above 
all else wants a Harvard education for his son. But there the 
paternal relationship ends. Johnson and Rayburn work in their 
respective chambers as equals, each knowing exactly what the 
other is doing and planning. Liaison is effected at least once a 
day, usually in Rayburn’s “board room” hideaway in the back 
corridors of the House wing where a little group of “directors” 
meets for a late afternoon drink and shop talk. In Texas, too, 
Johnson and Rayburn work together. The 27-year disparity in 
their ages removes the possibility of rivalry. It was Rayburn 
who this year started the fight with his implacable enemy, Al- 
lan Shivers, and it was Johnson who led the attack against a man

toward whom he had always preserved a meticulous neutrality. 

Rayburn agrees with Johnson that this is not the year for 
Johnson to make his all-out try for the nomination. Although 
‘on’s role in the Senate gives him a valid claim to be his 
okesman and candidate, also, ironically, his great- 
handicap in obtaining the presidential nomination, now or 
in the future. Men like Johnson—a dedicated “Senate Man" — 
consider that senators, particularly Senate leaders, hold the high- 
est office in public life short of the presidency if. Senate 
Men like Johnson see the Democratic National Committee as 
a rather trivial principality, despite its national problems and 
responsibilities. And a Senate Man’s view of the great heartland 
of the national Democratic party—the metropolitan centers of 
New York, Pittsburgh, Chicago and Los Angeles, for examp 
is apt to be misty indeed. 


Piercing the mist 


T would be hard for Lyndon Johnson to pierce this mist and 

emerge as a truly na consistently refused 
i i party’s strength. 
And it was only two months party's official spokes- 
man in rebuttal to President Eisenhower's farm bill veto, that 
he made his first major television address. Both friends and foes 
considered it a smooth, clever and exceptionally able TV debut 
for Johnson as a national Democratic spokesman. 

It is just conceivable that the Democratic convention may 
fe Johnson to assume a larger role than he intends for 1956, 
The delegates may find themselves deadlocked with Stevenson 
some 200 votes short of nomination and with Symington, Har- 
riman and others hopelessly stalled. Then the del 
turn to the moderate co-leader of their congressional represen 
tion, who would offer at least the certainty of avoiding a bolt 
by the South. 

What attitude reluctant-candidate Johnson would take in that 
event may be guessed from a passage in William Jennings Bry- 
an’s A Tale of Tio Conventions. Johnson read this on a recent 
plane trip and underlined it three time remind you, als 
that confidence reposed in a human being carries with it cer- 
tain responsibiliti nd I would not be worthy of the confi- 
dence and the affection that have been showered upon me by 
the Democrats of this nation [Johnson reads it as Texas and 
the Senate] if I were not willing to risk humiliation in their 
defense. 

Most observers feel, however, that the convention is unlikely 
to offer Johnson the chance of risking humiliation. Instead, they
